“The difference in the life span ex- 
pectations of steady drinkers and total 
abstainers,” he said, “are not very 
great, but there is a distinct and well 
marked advantage in favor of the mod- 
erate steady drinkers.”

THE GERMAN RETREAT 
FROM SOCIALISM. 


In an authoritative interview with the German 
imperial chancellor, William Marx, procured by 
the Daily News, an interesting account is given of 
the experience of the German Socialist republic. 
The most significant feature of this experience, to 
us and. we think to all Europe, is the retreat to 
capitalism. We have watched the communist ex- 
periment bog down in Russia and Lenin, with pro 
tests of loyal communist orthodoxy, order hig now 
famous strategic retreat, the New Economic policy, | 
which permitted the revival of production unde?’ 
private enterprise. And now the German chan- 
cellor describes a similar maneuver, forced by les- 
sons in fundamental economic law, less extreme 
and less drastic than those _—— in Russia, but 
to the same effect. 

The case of.the Socialist republic's housing 
éxperiments is illustrative. During the war build- 
ing stopped and the shortage became acute. It was 
a natural Socialist device drastically to restrict 
rents. That was supposed to defeat what we call 
the rent hog. The result was that no one would 
build. Then the state had to intervene and began 
to build cheap houses for the people. The state 
raised the revenués for this from the wealthier 
classes and accommodations were restricted. This 
brought some relief. But, says the chancellor,” ex- 
perience led us more and more to give up adminis- 
trative control of residential property. It was 
expensive and, by keeping down the rent, it ren- 
‘dered house building a nonpaying business. Be 
sides, this kind of administration had the tendency 
to lead to corruption. . Socialism in this realm 
failed us.. The natural incentive to all industrial 
production—the prospect of earning interest on 
the capital outlay and profits thereon—had to be 
reéstablished, and we decided to return to private 
enterprise. Laws restricting rents are being pro- 
gressively abolished.” 

But the experiment in defying an elementary 
motive of human activity, personal profit, which is 
the mainspring of production and therefore of our 
material progress and our civilization, has been 
costly and its effects are not yet removed. “Un- 
happily,” says the chancellor, “our ho-iwing trou- 
bles have not yet gone. Rents are rising rapidly 
and the cost of living is following them. Higher 
costs of living call for more wages and more wages 
bring the threat of inflation. Nevertheless we have 
taken our decision in favor of trusting capitalistic 
principles to resuscitate the building trade, and 
we shall stand by that decision.”

HAVANA. — [Special Correspond- 
ence.]—Cuba is the most fantastically 
foreign city I was ever in, and I mis 
trust me that there are many foreign 
eatables and drinkables here that I 
shall not learn about in a short stay, 


but this I do see: They consume fruit 
juices as drinks and ices in vast quan- 
tities. The orange, pineapple, the tam- 
arind, and many fruits totally unfamil- 
iar to us have their juices extracted 
in gallons, and these are eagerly con- 
sumed. 


Our soda counters, even in strawberry 
time, make but a poor showing be- 
sides these here, as far as fruit variety 
is concerned. To test this I have been 
at what is probably the largest place, 
taken a fruit drink, a fruit ice, and iced 
mangoes, but immediately afterwards 
as I moved on I wanted to try that de- 
licious sourness of the tamarind, 
served in another place as a sort of 
puree drink. I did not, however, indulge 
myself further, for I had come near 
to a delightful or bious martyrdom 
already.

several ways it shall he served to you. 


From the following definition one 
may judge of\the capacity of the Cu- 
bans for liquids, but I should say their 
liking is largely for fruit juices: “ Tina- 
jones are immense earthern patio jars, 
receptacles for rain water.

The Corporation, which was organized in 1904, 
is the second largest iron and steel producer in 
the United States, having a present capacity of 
7,600,000 8 tons of ignots per annum.
